Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-16 and 31 are allowable over the prior art of record because the art of 
record does not disclose or suggest obvious a conversion stage comprising: a first 
current mirror connected to said first voltage reference and to said input terminals, as 
well as to a bias terminal; a second current mirror connected to said second voltage 
reference and to said first input terminal, as well as to a circuit node; a third current 
mirror connected to said second voltage reference and to said second input terminal, as 
well as to said output terminal; and a fourth current mirror connected to said first voltage 
reference, to said circuit node, as well as to said output terminal, in combination with the 
rest of the claimed limitations. 

Claims 18-26 are allowable over the prior art of record because the art of 
record does not disclose or suggest obvious the converter comprising a resistor bridge 
and a plurality of MOS transistors, the resistor bridge operable to reduce voltages of the 
input signals to levels appropriate for the MOS transistors and operable to match an 
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input impedance of the digital signal receiver at the input terminals to an input 
impedance of a source applying the input signals, in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations.
